Legislative Assembly, on the 29th November, 1967.

Mr, Speaker: llonouiahle Members, this House meets under extra- 
ordinary cireiiinstauees. 1 am prima facie satisfied that the dissolution of 
the Ministry headed by Shri Ajoy Kumar Mukherjee followed b\' the 
appointment of Dr. C. (Ihose as Chief Minister and the sumnioninj? of 
this House on his advice is unconstitutional and invalid since it has been 
effected behind the l)a(‘lv of thi.^ House. l\*nding‘ a full and pT()j)er examina- 
tion of the matter, in exercise of powers vested in me under rule 15 of the 
Rules of Procedure of this Assembly, I adjourn file House sine die. 

The House will remember that when it was prorogued on August 1, 
the Council of Ministers was headed by ilie Chief Minister Shri A jay 
Kumar Mukherjee, This was the ('ouncil (»f Ministers that was ( o]le(*tively 
responsible to this House iu terms (d‘ article 1(14(2) of th(‘ (Constitution. 

As I understand the Constitutional position, the only authority com- 
petent to decide whether or not a Council of Ministers should continue in 
otHce is this House. An adverse v(»te against the ('oiuieil of MiiiiNlers in 
this House neciessarily leads to a position when that particular Council of 
Ministers no lunger enjoys (he <*onfidence of (his House and its .continiianee 
in office would be a violation of article 1(14(2) of the Constitution. 

I am happy to state that this understanding of mine is supported by high 
precedent. In March, 11)45 the then Government of Bengal was defeated 
in a vote taken on the demand fur a grant in respect of Agriculture. The 
(juestion arose as to the eoiistitutionul consequence of sm h a defeat. At that 
time my prede(?essor in office Shri Xausher Ali put the essence of the matter 
in (dear terms. To quote him : 

“Sir Nazimuddin (tiie then Chief Minister) said yesterday that he 
would treat this us a snap division and not a censure. I am afraid 
(lie cous(itutional position has not been properly conceived. The 
Ministry is the creature of the House; this House can make and 
unmake the Ministry and the Governor is but the registering 
authority" of the House. Any other course, I am afraid, would 
strike at the very root of democracy.” 

No doubt the (drcumsttances facing Shri Nausher Ali were different. But 
the essence of the matter, namely, that this House is the supreme authority 
in regard to making and unmaking Ministries, is the same. And this 
statement came from the lips of a presiding officer of this House when 
India was not free. Today when the sovereign Indian people have given 
unto themselves a Constitution, surely the authority of this House, ha» 
increased and not diminished. 
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Tills is why I find it extremely difficult to recognise Dr. Prafulla 
Choiidra Ghose as Chief Minister and hjs collea^rues Shri Hareudra Natb 
Mazuindar and Dr. Amir AH Molla as members of the (hmneil of 
Mill isfers. Both the text of the Arlh les of tJie Constitution and the pre- 
cedent (pioted above veeo<?nise no discretion in the (ioveriior in respect of 
the ap]u)intmeiu of the ('miueil of Ministersr He is merely a re^nsleriiip: 
authority to use the exjiression of my predecessor; an autlioritv whose 
constitutional duty is to recon’ui.se and imphummt the decisions f)f this 
House. 

T«) au extent I have attempted to examine the method by which behind 
llc' bael< ()1 tlii< au< 4 ii>t As^elnl>ly, the Council o! i siionsililc to

careful reading- of article 1(14(1) does not disclose the vestiu|? of nny 
^uch power of dissolution of a (hmnt il of Minis(ers hy a Governor. Tliuu’o 
1 do not find any le^al basis for the act of dissolution. 

J may also mention that the argument has been advanced that the words 
in article 1(14(1) “the Ministers shall hold otlice during the pleasure g{ the 
Governor’’ vest in the Governor the power to dismiss a Ministry. But this 
argument is without merit. For the same expres.sion “pleasure of the 
Governor” finds place in article l(io(J}) witJi regard to the appointment of 
tlie Advo{ate-(rem‘ral. And none will iim‘stion the ap])ointment and 
dismissal of the Advocate-General is not within the Governor’s discretion 
but has to be done on the advice of the (Wncil of Ministers. 

Gu a prima facie examination of the eonstitutional <|ueHtion involved, 
1 find it im])ossil)le to recognise as legal, valid and constitutional the 
dissolution of the Council of Ministers, headed by Shri Ajoy Kumar 
Muklieriet‘. 

It follows then that the npjiointment of the (jnincil of Ministers headed 
by Dr. P. C. Ghose as (Miiei Minister js invalid and unconstitutional. 

The order by which the Council of Ministers lieaded hy Shri Ajoy Kumar 
Miikherjee was dissolved is dated 21st November, 11)07. This Assembly, 
however, ha^ been summoned under an order of the (iovernor wliicdi was 
issued only on 22ud November, 11)07. In view’ of this I am unable To 
appreciate" how^ this session of this Assembly can have any constitutional or 
legal validity. For if llie order of the Governor of 21st November, 1907, is 
illegal and unconstitutional, evidently the Council of Mini.sters headed by 
Shri Ajoy Kumar Muklierjee not only continues in office but alone is coiri- 
peteut to advise the Governor of the manner in which he is to exercise his 
powers .under article 174(1), namely, the pow'er to summon this Assembly. 
And only an Assembly summoned by the Governor acting under such advice 
would be validly and properly summoned. I must, therefore, confess my 
grave doubts about the validity of this session of the Assembly. 

Honourable Members will appreciate that the Constitution and the Eulei 
of Procedure charge me with the high responsibility of protecting the 
dignity and privileges of this august A.Hsembly. And I would be lailinfi 
in my duty if I did not uphold the rights and powers of this House in the 
face of attempts to infringe and restrict such rights. 
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The matters in issue are of the highest Constitutional importance. It 
is my regret that when an attempt was made to refer them for the opinion 
of the Supreme Court under article 143 such attempt was frustrated. It 
is beyond dispute that the issues go to the very root of democracy. It is 
obvious, therefore, that if I am to find out how exactly I should act so 
as to preserve and protect the privileges of this House I should need more 
time and then only give a considered ruling on the grave issues at stake. 

This is why in exercise of my powers under rule 15, I have adjourned 
the House sine die.
